St. Paul, Minn., June 20.—{By he 
Associated Presse]—A woman has been 
nominated for United States senator by 
a major political party for the first 
time in the history of the country.

I sought to bring that plat- 
form to the members of our party; my 
nomination is simply an evidence of its 


Eager for Senate Fight. 

But there was no denying she was 
happy—happy and enthusiastic, almost 
eager to be in the campaign for the 
November election, which she will 
press as persistently as she did her pri- 
mary fight, she said. 

“I am deeply grateful to the people 
who have stood by me in the primary 
campaign,” she said. “I did not seek 
the nomination in the Minneapolis 
convention, but, having accepted it, I 
did the best I could—with the limited 
funds at my command—to mak an et- 
fedtive campaign for ‘the furtherment 
of the party's interests.” 

It was as Citizen Olesen that she 
gained the nomination, she insists, and 
not through any advantage gained by 
her sex. 

“I made no plea for recognition of 
women in politics; I was and am ready 
to accept on equality with men what- 
ever the fortunes of politics may offer. 

Expects a United Party. 

“Now that I am nominated I will 
do the best I can for the party through- 
out the fall campaign, and I think we 
will have a united party when the No- 
vember e comes around. It is 
for the o om people I stand: the 
true democracy of the land. If elected 
in November I shall do the utmost to 
serve the people well. :

DEATH TRAP FOR 
ARMY

forces, having crossed no man's land 
on foot while burial parties of both 
sides were covering up the fast decay- 
ing forces. Owing to four breaks in 
the railway line in the zone of opera- 
tions, the international military train 
was compelled to spend the night at 
Chinwangtao, the rail head of the 
Chihli army. 

It was necessary to replace rails at 
two points, to restore an exploded sec- 
tion, and, at the fourth, to remove a 
formidable Fengtien barricade which 
the Chinese reported was mined. The 
coolies refusing to work on it, four 
American soldiers dug away the mass 
of earth holding trees and ties wedged 
into the tracks, thus enabling the first 
train to reach Shanhaikwan since the 
treacherous violation of the first armis- 


tice. 

Claim Japanese Built Trenches. 

che correspondent found that the 
Fengtiens’ trenches, which were well 
built, had been vacated except for a 
mall detail recovering valuables. The 
Fengtien defense was the most modern 
contsructed in China, consisting of 
three dines on a ridge commanding a 
wide, level area from which the trees 
had been cut. Also there were excel- 
lent communication trenches. Villag- 
ers said that forty Japanese experts 
had directed the construction of the 
earthworks. 

It was here that the Chihli casualties 
were the greatest. No fewer than forty 
chhrges were made against the Feng 


tien position without result, and only 


when the Chihli troops placed guns on 


the hills, making the position untenabie | 


because of the enfilading fire, was an 


armistice possible. 
The total casualties have been vari- 


‘ously estimated, since the Chinese are 


not concerned statistically, but perhaps 
there were 3,500 Chihli and 2,000 Feng- 
tien casualties in this small area, the 


most desperate fighting seen in China. 


When the correspondent reached 
Shanhaikwan the nineteenth evacuat- 
ing train was leaving, exhausting the 
tailway equipment. This was a record, 
being but twenty-four hours after the 
armistic. The remaining troops of 
both wings marched through the town 
in two columns all day long, proceeding 
outside the great wall, there to await 
the return of trains. The artillery was 
being removed slowly. 

Chang Hsieh Liang, who negotiated 
the armistice because his position was 
untenable, left for Mukden on Sun- 
day, saying he was certain his father, 
Chang Tso Lin, would give up the 
struggle, becoming a_useful citizen and 
gracefully yielding his office. | 

The city shows little signs of the 
battle. Many wounded remain, but 
the minor cases have been sent to 
Manchuria. Hundreds of new graves 
dot the landscape between the city and 
the trenches, while between those of 
both armies, in a zone 1,500 yards 
wide, the hundreds of mounds prove 
the intensity of the encounter.

GERMANIZE 


RUSSIA PUSHED 


BY EDWIN HULLINGER.

THE HAGUE, June 20.—While the 
allies and the Russians were negotiat- 
ing at Genoa and now at The Hague, 
Germany is quietly and systematically 
pushing its “ peaceful” penetration of 


Russia. 


Laying the foundation for the pos- 
sible Germanization of Russia, Teuton 


agents, both official and commercial, 


today are spread throughout the ecoun- 
try, minutely surveying the field, re- 
establishing their former connections 
and preparing the ground for possible 
Germany already is 
the dominant foreign influence at the 
Kremlin the same as it was at the for- 
mer czar’s court. I saw many demon- 
strations of its strength. 

Too shrewd, however, to take on a 
doubtful asset until the danger of a 
aollapse passes, the Germans are care- 
fully refraining from actually begin- 


| ning any large scale operations in Rus 


sia and are restricting their efforts to 
staking out claims to jump the mo- 
ment it seems safe. 


Watch Hague Conference. 

Apparently they are also awaiting 
the outcome of The Hague canference, 
reluctant to make a break singfe hand- 
ed, and fearful of throwing in their 
fate with Russia frreyocably at this 
early stage. 

But while they are waiting they ‘aré 
missing no opportunities to refasten 
their old hold on Russian commerce 
and industry. In Moscow the German 
official and unofficial delegations occu- 


py five large buildings. I found a 


thoroughly businesslike air every- 
where. 

The German Red Cross 3 
in Bolshaya and Nikitskaya streets 
reminded me of prosperous business 
houses in the middle west. Authenti- 
cated reports state that the Germans 
are utilizing the guise of the Red Cross 
in various places to drive a commer 
cial and political wedge into Russia. 

In Petrograd the n Red Cross 
virtually controls the p area, hav- 
ing the right to examine every incom- 
ing and outgoing vessel, nominally 
for reasons of sanitation. This afforJs

German Delegations Visit Moscow.

CONGESTING LOOP 


Council to Ask Why 
Law Is Delayed. 


Direct action in Chicago’s campaign 

to relieve loop traffic congestion is 
promised next Thursday morning. At 
that time Ald. Thomas O. Wallace, 
chairman of the council subcommittee 
for the regulation of bus traffic, has 
called a meeting of his committeemen 
to complete the drafting of the pro- 
posed. ordinance which will reroute 
‘passenger busses away from the con- 
gested zones and to consider the ad- 
visability of uting busses operated 
by State street department stores for 
further relief of the traffic tangle. 

“We intend to find out why there 
has not been action in the corporation 
counsel’s office on the new routing 
ordinance which we ordered drafted 
weeks ago,“ said Ald. Wallace yester- 
day. It is comparatively simple for 
the corporation counsel to draft such 
an ordinance, prohibiting passenger 
busses from turning west from Michi- 
gan avenue and tying up traffic along 
State and Washington streets in mak- 
ing their turns back to the north side. 

Cause Much Congestion. 

“We are convinced that these heavy, 
unwieldy busses cause a large part of 
the congestion along State street and 
in the heart of the business section 
ef the loop, and are also convinced 
that they can, without discommoding 
their passengers, turn about without 
coming into the overcrowded zone and 
make their trip back north. 

“We want that ordinance drawn and 
intend to get action on it this week. 
The subcommittee has not even re- 
ceived a report from the corporation 
counsel on this important matter.” 

In addition to considering the bus, 
line ordinance the subcommittee ex- 
pects to invite officials of the State 
street stores which operate railroad 
station busses through loop to 
their stores and ask their codperation 
in relieving the traffic jam. 

„Some of the stores operate a string 
of heavy busses between the Union, 
Northwestern and other railroad sta- 
tions through the loop and discharge 
their passengers along State street,” 
said Ald. Wallace. ‘While waiting for 
their scheduled runs the busses are 
usually parked at the right-hand curb 
of State street and take up the street 
room of about two moving lines of ve- 


hicles. 

Ask for Conference. 
We will ask store officials to meet 
us and consider the advisability of 
discharging these station passengers 
at alley entrances. 
“The busses should also be parked 
in the alleys at the side or in the rear 
of the stores in order to clear busy 
loop streets. I believe that we can 
count on the codperation of the stores, 
for traffic congestion in the loop causes 
the loss of thousands of dollars weekly 
to the business houses and they are al- 
ways eager to help in cutting the traf- 
fic knot.”
